News Behind the News 


By PAUL MALLON. 


NAVAL GAME WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The coming London 
naval conversations already are heading toward 


the same old game. 

The delegates seem to be practicing ventriloquism and imita- 
tions, as usual. Your hair will stand on end when you hear the 
Japanese proposal. 

If the United States diplomatic grapevine is still as trustworthy 
as it used to be, the Japanese—these same Japanese who have been 
slyly hinting that they want naval parity with Britain and the United 
States—are going to take the lead for disarmament—yes, disarma- 
ment. That shoulld be the best peace-loving imitation yet offered 
on the international stage. 


* 
JAPANESE PROGRAM The explanation, of course, is that 


the proposal will be grossly unaccept- 
It will be the kind of disarmament which might help Britain 
and Japan, but would pinch us. At least that is what President 
Roosevelt’s naval experts have heard. They understand that the 
Japanese offer will be based on a reduction in the size of capital 
Ships to around 25,000 tons. 

It is designed, apparently, to call our bluff about eliminating of- 
fensive weapoms of war, and also slyly to gain Britain’s support. 
Britain favors the smaller ships, which she considers more effective 
for her purposes. 

The Japanese program also includes a status quo on auxiliary 
ships. The answer to that is the Japanese are built nearly to full 
treaty strength in that class, while Britain and the United States 
are about 100,000 tons deficient. 


DIPLOMACY Our experts have no private criticism to offer 
against the Japanese. We know very well that 


we ourselves will have to concoct some similar program to satisfy 
the public demand for disarmament and yet protect our own in- 
terests. So will everyone else who joins the conversations. 

The only point to be made about it is that the world has not 
changed since the last disarmament gatherings. Everyone wants 
disarmament, but wants his own particular kind of disarmament, 
which will leave his navy more efficient than the navy of the other 
fellow. 


able. 


INSIGHT That is the explanation of why Mr. Roosevelt chose 
our naval chief of operations, Admiral Standley, as a 
United States representative. No one will put any tricky naval 
technicalities over on Admiral Standley. Everyone close to him in 
the navy knows he is opposed to giving away anything. He ad- 
vocates a treaty strength navy, yet he is not among our naval ex- 
tremists. He would like to see the world navies reduced, on the 
ground that nations (mainly ours) would then be able to support 
them efficiently. That is safe enough. 
This is the first time we ever sent a chief of naval operations 
to a disarmament conference. The fact that we did this time af- 
fords a clear insight into just what Mr. Roosevelt expects. 


BRAIN EXODUS Without a word of publicity” a goodly num- 


ber of the New Deal college professors are 
departing from Washington. Probably more than half are remain- 
ing, but certainly dozens have gone back to their college desks. 
(There are so many you cannot get an exact count.) 

The reason is that the colleges seem to be getting hardboiled 
about lending their men. Yale has virtually laid down an edict that 
her men fust abandon either their government or their college work, 
unless they can do both on a part-time basis. Salaries of Yale 
profs are being docked for the time they spend in Washington. 
Williams has decreed that professors who want to come to Washing- 
ton will have to find substitutes for their faculty posts. Harvard 
decided to be lenient with two men, but is frowning on further 
leaves of absence. 

Also, there was the celebrated case of Chairman Garrison being 
plucked out of the labor board by President Frank, of Wisconsin. 
Likewise, Mr. Morgenthau’s temporary freshman team of brain 


trusters has departed. Washington will never be the same. 


TELEPHONES Mr. Roosevelt has developed a neat new way 
of keeping in close contact with the key men 


in his New Deal. Each is required to have on his desk a private 
telephone to be used only for calls to and from the White House.

RICHBERG SCORES 


GRITS OF BUDGET 


Demands for Economy in 
Face of Relief Needs 
Bitterly Flayed. 


a > 


CHICAGO, Oct. 9—()—Donald 
R. Richberg, director of the industrial 
emergency committee, toda-- charzed 
that the “political partigan” who ad- 
vocated both adequate unemployment 
relief and a balanced budget was “try- 
ing to make a fool out of his govern- 
ment... .. na 

“Tt is desirable and necessary to 
balance the federal budget at the 
earliest moment,” Richberg told a Ro- 


tary Club meeting. He said, however. . 


that sweeping demands for drastic 


slashing of expenditures and immedi- 
ate balancing of the budget, in the 
face of relief needs, were the product 
either of gross ignorance or political 
demagogism. 

The only honest way to criticize 
administration policies, he said. was 
not by a blanket complaint, but by 
specific proposals whereby the critic 
would himself assume the responsi- 
bility “for advocating either not meet- 
ing emergency relief demands, or in- 
creasing taxation or government. 
loans.” 

Declaring the most vital problems 
of economic recovery were the increase 
in private employment of industrial 
wage earners and in Ahe volume of 
goods produced and distributed by pri- 
vate enterprise Richberg asserted that 
the machinery for solving the problem 
already existed in the NRA. 


No Hasty Changes Planned. 


Richberg assured his listeners that 
no hasty, blankets changes were plan- 
ned in the recovery act. 


“When certain statements of mine 
in Washington a few days ago were 
thought to foreshadow the early end 
of any restraints upon production vol- 
ume or price competition,” he said. 
“[ received a terrifying amount of 
approval and condemnation within 24 
hours.” 

No one, he said, who has an ade- 
quate knowledge of the problem would 
attempt to lay down any formula or 
principle to be applied rigidly in the 
making or revision of all codes. 

“It would be a major calamity to 
abandon the efforts which, although 
only partially suecessful, have brought 
better order and health to certain in- 
dustries.” 

Declaring that these gains must not 
be lost, Richberg pointed out that 
their preservations wassin some cases 
dependent upon the maintenance of 
controls to which many businessmen 
were sincerely opposed and upon 
which thé publie looked generally with 
suspicion. and hostility. 


Hits “Socialistie Control.” 


This suspicion and hostilify could 
be dispelled, he said gf two princi- 
ples were made effective. 

“First, there should be a clear line 
drawn between the right of business- 
men to associate freely for the presere 
vation of fair competition and the il- 
legality of association for the purpose 
of preventing or restricting fair com- 
petition,” he said. In this connection 
he. took occasion fo assert that he 
was opposed to any form of socialistie 
state control of industry. 

“The seend principle,” he said, “is 
this: whenever, to conserve natural 
resources, or to maintain decent wages 
and protect a fair return on invest- 


ments, or prevent clearly unfair come 


petition, it iB Necessary to exert any 
restraints. upon volume of production 
or price competition, two safeguards 
should be employed. 

“The first is formation and ade 
ministration of such code provisions 
by those truly representative of a 
large majority of the volume of busi- 
ness and of the number of separat 
enterprises engaged therein. The sec 
ond is a close and detailed supere 
vision of the process of self-regulation 
by competent and impartial represent- 
atives of the government. 

“There is, therefore, in what I 
have said no threat of sweeping 
changes or the application of any 
novel theories, but merely an indica- 
tion of what trend in the administra- 
tive interpretation of the recovery act 
which may lead toward permanent 
legislation.” 

Answers Charges. 

In answer to charges that uncer- 
tainty over administrative policies 
was retarding business, Richberg de- 
ciared that no other’ president had 
taken the nation so fully into hig 
confidence,

CINCINNATI, Oct. 9.—(4)—Con- 
stitutionality of two pillars of the 
Roosevelt recovery program will be 
argued before the sixth district United 
States court of appeals here tomor- 
row. 

The judges will hear arguments on 
which to decide whether the AAA 
is constitutional, and whether the 
AAA is constitutional, and whether 
the NRA is “the boldest kind of 
usurpation.”

One hundred and sixty-five years 

ago a Frenchman named Cugnot drove 

the first automobile of which we have 

a clear record. It was a “steam 

wagon” with three wheels and with a 

large boiler in front. It ran at the 

rate of ahout two miles per hour— 
not so fast as a man can walk. Every 
little while it had to stop. 


steam engines. One of them was able 
to carry 18 passengers and had small 
“nilot wheels’ in front in addition 
to four large wheels. It carried a 
load of coke and 60 gallons of water. 

A man named Tom Hood believed 
there was danger of the boiler explod- 
ing and wrote a kind of varse, which 
ran: 

“Instead of journeys, people now 

“Mar go upon a Gurney. 
“With steam to do the horses’ work 
“Ry power of attorney. 

“Though with a load it may explode, 
“And you may all be undone, 
‘And find you're going up to 

heav'n 
“Instead of up to London.” 

That was the jingle, but the fact 
was that Gurney’s busses ran rather 
well and took many persons safely and 
rather swiftly, from place to place. 
Another Englishman, Walter Han- 
cock, worked with steam coaches at 
about the same time and made trips

than a century ago—one of the very | 


early automobiles. 


The thought of such a slow-moving) 
automobile may bring a smile to us,/ 
but we must remember that the trip 
was made a long time ago. Cugnot de- | 
serves high honor for his fine wok. 

Frenchmen did not go ahead with 
the idea, but Englishmen did; ane 
they built steam coaches which went 
fast enough to make people afraid of} 
them. 

Goldsworthy Gurney won fame for 
the steam coaches which he designed | 
and helped to build. In 1829 he used | 
one of them to go from London to 
Bath and hack again. at a speed of | 
15 miles per hour. One of the men wno 
went with him reported:

‘By 1930 he had held, almost every 
important office France had to offer. 
Then President Doumergue called on 
him to form another ministery as 
premier successor to Andre Tardieu. 

Just this year the traveling French 
statesman escaped death. 

The main line of a railroad near 
Bludenz, Austria, was blown up by 
a bomb just a few minutes after the 
express carrying Barthou to Paris had 
passed. 

In Geneva Barthou was the prime 
mover to bring Russia into the League 
of Nations. Shortly before the so- 
viet's entry Barthou almost wrecked 
the disarmament conference in a 
squabble with Arthur Henderson, 
British chairman of that body.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Oct. 9.— 
(P)—Stultifying confusion gripped 
government ‘offices when the news of 
the king’s assassination reached here 
today. It was impossible to obtain 
a clear picture ‘of prospects for the 
immediate future, but there was no 
disorder. 

The public learned the news ‘by 
radio, but it was withheld until al- 
most 10 o'clock tonight. It caused a 
wave of horror. 

All telephonic communications 
abroad were severed, but the coun- 
try remained quiet. All flags were 
placed at half mast, all entertain- 
ments cancelled and all theaters clos- 
ed, a 30-day period of national 
mourning was proclaimed. 

Troops at the Belgrade garrison 
immediately were sworn into repre- 
resent the government, which is to 
rule the country until a regency is 
appointed. 

Despite the fact that he is only 
11 years old, Crown Prince Peter, 
now in London, will be proclaimed 
king of Yugoslavia to succeed-his fa- 
ther, it became known officially to- 


— 

Jntil Alexander's last will and tes- 
tament is read, it will not be known 
whether Prince Paul, cousin of the 
king, will be appointed sole regent 
until Peter becomes of age, or wheth- 
er a board of regents consisting of 
Prince Paul, the prime minister and 
vther personages will be designated. 

Telephones rang frantically through- 
out government offices when the news 
became known. Some officials were 
weeping bitterly. 

Although King Alexander had deep- 
ly offended the sentiment of his de- 
mocracy-loving people by establishing 
a dictatorship in 1929, his bravery 
during the war and the fact that he 
was of pure Serbian ancestry never 
was forgotten. Some fear was ex- 
pressed the king’s death might be a 
signal for an uprisi instigated by 
Various groups, especially the Croa- 
tians, who have opposed his authori- 
tarian rule. 

Most observers seemed agreed, howe 
ever, that the Yugoslavian army. 
which is excellently organized, will 
be able to maintain order until the 
regency has agreed to arrange dis- 
position of the executive power. 

_The possibility that General Zivko- 
vich, who was first premier under 
the dictatorship, would be asked to 
join Queen Marie and Prince Paul 
in the regency council was discussed. 
Although unpopular. Zivkovich is re- 
garded as the strongest muu in the 
country. 

One Serbian official declared Alex- 
ander’s death, far from endangering 
the country, will have the effect of 
drawing the various branches of the 
Yugoslav people nearer together to 
face dangers from without.

DETROIT, Oct. 9.—In the wake of western dust, blown up by the 
two cyclonic Deans, the St. Louis Cardinals take their place today on the 
top plateau of baseball as the new champions of the world. 

Riding along on the rubbery, loose-jointed arm of the dazzling Dizzy, 
they cut their way to the front through six Tiger pitchers and a wild 
and savage barrage of beer bottles, oranges and other hurtling imple- 
ments, composed of fruit, wood, iron and glass, thrown from the left 
field bleachers, that for 20 minutes turned the seventh game into a 
woolly riot that looked like the two battles of the Marne, with Verdun 
and Tannenberg thrown in. 


Sling-shot Dizzy slaughtered six Tiger pitchers, 11 to 0, in 
this final foray of flying spikes, as he held the enemy to six 
scattered hits for the closing triumph of the dukedom of the 
Deans. - ‘ 

But it remained for Ducky-Wucky Medwick, the Cardinal Cossack, 
to steal a big part of the show and start one of the neatest young riots 
that any World Series has ever known. 


The Vesuvian explosion that came near blowing up the ball 
game took place in the sixth inning. 


Ducky-Wucky, the Cardinal Cossack, had just

The play of many hands can be 
likened to a rough and tumble fight.

As in a free- 
for-all, science sometimes gives way 
to impulse.

In today’s hand both the defense 
and the declarer made a series of 
brilliant plays. The defense finally 
weakened, however, and made the first 
slip, which enabled the declarer to 
fulfill his contract. 

Both sides vulnerable. 


The bidding: 


South West 
1Y Pass 
2NT Pass 
3NT Pass 


Against the three-notrump contract 
West opened his fourth heart dia- 
mond. The East player was faced 
with a problem almost immediately. 
He could come up with the ace and 
return the queen of the suit; he 
could play the queen and thus prob- 
ably prevent a hold-up by the declarer 
in case the latter had the king and 
no intermediates; or he could go 
up with the ace and shift. After 
East very brilliantly 


ner had led the suit, to play the 
declarer for some sort of double stop- 
per in it. He accordingly went up 
with the diamond ace and shifted to 
the heart ten. 

South was equal to the occasion. 
Without any hesitation, he went up 
with the ace, thus giving the East 
player the impression that he had the 
ace and king and did not fear the 
suit. Then he led the queen of spades 
from his own hand and West covered 
with the king. The king, however, 
was allowed to hold the trick. South 
knew he had to concede two spade 
tricks to the opponents and he pre- 
ferred West’s winning the first one 
so that his own diamnd and heart 
combinations could not be led through. 
West, after being allowed to hold the 
trick with the spade king, was in 
something of a quandry concerning 
what to lead, but, marking the de- 
clarer with the heart queen on the 
bidding and also with some very sound 
diamond combination, he made his 
best continuance — another’ spade. 
South, very cleverly, again refused to 
go up with the ace, deciding to lose 
his second spade trick immediately. 
He reasoned that if he went up with 
the spade ace and then led another 
spade, East would win the trick, and 
West, now being able to discard, 
would indicate which red suit should 
be played by discarding a card in 
the other suit. 

At any rate, East won the trick 
with the spade ten, and now had to 
make his final decision. On the first 
heart lead, when the ten had been 
led and South had gone up with the 
ace, West had discarded the four- 
spot, fearing that to throw the eight 
might sacrifice a potential trick, since 
South had bid the suit. In addition, 
South’s play of the heart ace without 
any hold-up or finesse had completely 
fooled East, and the latter therefore 


decided to shift back to diamonds 
as his last hope. He led the queen | 
and South now had the rest of the 
tricks, making four-odd. 

South’s line of play was praisewor- 
thy from start to finish, the play of 
the heart ace and the manner of pléay- 
ing the spade suit being the main 
features. East’s shift at trick 2 was 
admirable, as was West's spade con- 
tinuation after being allowed to hold 
the king, but West’s slight slip in 
failing to signal with the heart 8, 
and thus aiding South in fooling Fast 
marked the undoing of the defense.

Food Prices Decline 
First Time Since April 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—()—The 
first drop since April in the cost of 
stocking the family larder was re- 
ported today by the labor department 
for the two weeks ended September 25. 

The same amount of food that cost 
$1 at retail in 1913 cost $1.16 during 
those two weeks, compared with $1.07 
a year ago and $1 two years ago. 
In September, 1929, the same amount 
cost $1.60. 

Meats showed the greatest decline 
—1.6 per cent—of any of the food 
groups when compared with the pre- 
vious two weeks. Dairy products also 
dropped. Cereals went up. The group 
including coffee, tea, sugar, and the 
=~ dropped slightly. 

Vhen prices in individual cities 
ant compared with those of two years 
ago, increases ranged from 8.3 per 
cent in Chicago to 25.5 per cent in 
Detroit.
